lay Eedrid, was influenced to conſent to an A& before a Publick Notary, on or 
about the Thirtieth of March, One thouſand fix hundred ninety {1t, whereby it was 
fignified, that Four Perſons named therein (v:iz.) Don /Aathias as Eſcolar Abbot of 
the Baſilians, Geronimo-Guerrero Procurator General of the Jeſuits, Don Balthaſar 
de Cabredo a Secular Pricft, and Don Antonio de Cendoya a Lawyer, ſhould be his Te- 
ftlamentarios,which Deſignation is thus explained in the Inftrumentt{v!z.)To the end 
that as ſoon as he the ſaid Sir William Godolphin departed out of this Life, they . 
ſhould Make and Confſtitute. his Laft Will and Teftament, expreſling therein the 
Gifts, Legacies, Founcations of Menfories,Good-works,Patronages and other Dif- 
poſitions which he the ſaid Sir William had Communicated to them, to be diſpoſed 
of in ſuch Manner and Form as ſhould appear to them. the ſaid T e/tamentaris, to 
be moſt Requiſite and Convenient, giving to each of the ſaid Four a Legacy inthe 
ſaid Inftrument, and certain Sums for Superftitious Uſes, adding Two other per- 
ſons ( viz.) Francis Arthur and Bruno Bernardo de Qujros, to be joyned withthe 
former Four, to Execute the Will which ſhould be made afrer his death by the ſaid 
Four for the Good of his Soul, which was declared his Univerſal Heir in the ſaid 
| Inftrument, thereby REVOUnEs Diſannulling and Making Void all otter wills, 
Codicils, Powers to make Wills, or any Diſpoſitions, which he the ſaid Sr Yill:am 
Godolphin might have made. heretofore either by Word or Writing, or in- any. o- 
ther Form, to the end they might have no Force, nor avail in any Court of Ju- 
ftice or otherwiſe, and deſiring that Power ſhould be fulfilled and execrted, and

Two hundred Pounds Sterling. All which Laft Will, Gifts and Bequeſts were

And whereas according, to the Laws of this Realm, no Nan cau-give 
or Authority to another, to make his Will for him attgr: his y 
if it were otherwiſe, the Eſtates of ſuch of His Majeſties Sub vt 
happen to dye beyond the Seas, would run great Hazard of being Alieuat:
